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Amendments Affect 


Our Futures, Too 


There are other important matters 
concerning their governmental affairs 
which Georgia voters must decide tomor-:: 
row in addition to their choices for state, 
local and national officials. 


They must approve or disapprove 3 
long list of constitutional amendments, 
fifty of them local in application and 
eight to be decided by voters of the whole 
state. Four of the local amendments also 
will be voted on by the entire electorate 
but the other 46 will be decided by the 
local communities they affect. 


Amendments which are of especial 
concern to Atlantans and which affect 
the city’s future are all worthy of passage. 


Amendment 30 will enable the water 
department to issue additional revenue 
certificates up to 30 per cent of water 
sales. It is essential if the City of Atlanta 
is to expand at a rate commensurate with 
demand for water. 

Amendment No. 31 which affects the 
future of the schools and most of the 
other services would allow the city to 
increase its bonded indebtedness limit 
from 7 per cent of the tax digest to 12 per 
cent. Unless it is approved, the city’s 
capacity for growth will be curtailed and 
needed capital improvements cannot be 
financed. 

Amendment No. 3 which permits At- 
lanta’s new Traffic Court to be put into 
operation should be given overwhelming 
approval. 

Amendment No. 7, which will extend 
the terms of judges of the Superior Court 
of the Atlanta Judicial Circuit to eight 
years, is worthy of passage. It is an hon- 
est effort to insulate the courts against 
politics. In the case of a judge’s death, 
the governor will make only an interim 
appointment of a successor until the next 
general election. Local bar associations 
have endorsed the measure and the state 
electorate is urged to approve it. It will 
be voted on a statewide basis. 

Amendment No. 5 which will permit | 
the salaries of constitutional officers to 
be adjusted—increased or lowered—has 
merit. 

All other statewide amendments, with 
one exception, are meritorious. The 
exception is No. 4 which would allow the 
General Assembly to carry over bills 
from one session to another. 

The danger in this proposal should 
not be overlooked. It will give the Assem- 
bly as a body and its members as individ- 
uals power to use bills for political pur- 
poses. It will give members a club to use 
over voters in their own counties and 
communities and the Assembly similar 
power over the state. It can be used 
against individual citizens, business con- 
cerns and groups for political blackmail. 
It is not needed and should be defeated. 

Citizens voting on local amendments 
should examine them carefully and use 
their own judgment as to their wisdom. 
And by all means, all citizens should 
inform themselves and vote.

Somewhat short of the announced goal 
of $2,105,401, leaders of the Community 
Chest’s annual drive for funds have an- 
nounced that the campaign will continue 
through noon of Nov. 8. 

The drive was scheduled to close last 
Friday, but a lag in pledges showed the 
need for*more time. 

The Chest is Atlanta’s way of financ- 
ing the needs of the 42 Red Feather 
agencies which fill so many vital wants 
of this ever-growing metropolitan area. 
These agencies -help form malleable 
youth and care for the sick and the old. 
Their work aids in keeping the city’s 
streets clear of derelicts and delinquents, 
both adult and juvenile. Without them it 
is difficult to conceive of Atlanta as a 
proper place to work and rear a family 
or even as a decent place to visit. 

_ ‘The work of these agencies is limited 
only by the size of their budgets. The 
budgets are determined by the extent to 
which residents of Metropolitan Atlanta 
give during this drive. 

' ‘The Community Chest is the measure 
of Atlanta’s collective conscience. This 
week’s windup should show that it, like 
other area indices, has increased over the 
corresponding period of a year ago.

Hungarian Blood Bath 
Horrifies All Mankind 


Once more the Russians are back in 
character in Hungary—murdering, pil- 
laging and attacking she brave men, 
women and children whose only crime is 
their determination to be free. 

No one knows, of course, whether the 
Reds would have attempted this sudden 
about face except for the excuse given 
them by events in the Middle East. Ob- 
viously, though, the Kremlin—with or 
without Khruschev’s approval—has de- 
cided to end the surge of all the satellite 
nations toward freedom. 

Whether the Hungarian blood bath 
will be extended to Poland and the other 
captive states remains to be seen. All of 
them—East Germany, Poland, Rumania, 
Czechoslovakia and Bulgaria—should be 
enocuraged by all means available to con- 
tinue their struggle to be free of Mos- 
cow’s control. The United Nations should 
make every effort to aid. . 

One effect, of course, will be to end 
the Russian sham of appealing to Asian 
and other countries as friend and bene- 
factor to small nations and colonial areas. 
Never was a country more guilty of naked 


‘ aggression than the Soviet Union is re- 


vealed now to be. 

As deplorable as is the war in the 
Middle East, Britain, France and Israel 
have announced they have no designs 
upon Egypt’s independence. They have 
betrayed, however, the United Nations 
and the principle of peaceful settlement 
of disputes. In all justice, it must be ad- 
mitted there was great provocation and 
that the Middle East action is limited in 
scope. But it must have had an effect on 
Russia’s present course in Hungary. 

If the Reds; for instance, have decided 
to take a more active role in supporting 
Egypt, they would want to wipe out re- 
sistance in the satellites first. They have 
seized this moment to try to destroy a 
whole people and their aspirations. But 
the lie of communism has been laid bare 
and this slave system has been weakened. 

These are fearful, fateful days. The 
future is rushing toward us with jetlike 
speed. The challenge to American policy 
makers is greater than at any time in re- 
cent history. Free world unity has been 
weakened and new forces must be met 
and contained. The United Nations must 
be supported and strengthened. — 

Whoever leads this country in the next 
four years must have great imagination, 
intelligence, perserverence and courage. 
All of these must be mobilized,-not only 
to preserve this nation, but the world. 

America’s destiny is to lead because 
there’s no alternative unless we are will- 
ing to let chaos engulf all mankind. To 
withdraw into ourselves in an isolated 
security is impossible in today’s world.

Atlanta—The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion and The Atlanta Journal print- 
ed a few days ago a news story 
to the effect that “‘Active Voters,” 
which is an excellent organization, 
has endorsed for Congress from 
the Fifth Congressional District, 
Mr. Randolph Thrower, the Repub- 
lican candidate. 

Although I have long been a 
member of “Active Voters,”’ and 
am enthusiastically opposed to the 
vicious county-unit system, it is 
my intention to vote for the re- 
election of Rep. James C. Davis. 


In this decision, I am not moved 
by Gov. Griffin’s torrent of threats 
or impressed by the intemperate 
language of Rep.

In 
the most recent primary, I cast a 
ballot against Mr. Davis; as a 
voter, I feel I am obligated to vote 
for him as the Democratic candi- 
date for Congress. 

There are other important rea- 
sons for my intention to vote for 
Rep. Davis; two of these are ex- 
pressed with sharp brevity by Gov. 
James M. Cox, great as a publish- 
er and great as a Democrat, in 
announcing his support of Adlai 
Stevenson for president. 


Said Gov. Cox in his Dayton 
(Ohio) Daily News: 

“As always, the challenger can 
be measured only by his per- 
formance in other assignments, his 
word, and his character, but the 
incumbent has a record that can 
be weighed. In Mr. Ejisenhower’s 
instance, the record is spotty.’’ 

And concerning that pious pre- 
tender, Vice President Nixon, Gov. 
Cox said devastatingly: 

“He is a dedicated disciple of 
political expediency . . . and unfit 
to succeed Eisenhower.”’ 

Gov. Cox’s sound estimate of 
Nixon’s incapacity and unreliabili- 
ty was echoed by the New York 
Times when, in the routine an- 
nouncement of its support of Ei- 
senhower, it indicted the vice pres- 
ident in these revealing and sting- 
ing words: 

“He has conducted in 1956 a 
more moderate and more honor- 
able campaign than he made in 
earlier years’; which could only 
mean the New York Times thinks 
that this year Nixon has been less 
dishonorable than heretofore. 

The considered judgment of Gov. 
Cox, once Democratic candidate 
for the presidency, represents, I 
believe, the expression of the con-

of administration if our nation is 
to cope successfully with the erises 
brought on by the present apostles 
of appeasement, who now grasp 
the blood-stained hands of the mur- 
derer Moscow.

PICTURE INOOMPLETE 


Some 200 pages of findings 
were released today by the Sen- 
ate subcommittee on privileges 
and elections after long inquiry.
